stated that a greater majority of these cases could bo covered by 
the issuance of a directive to the Retirement Division* This

A futher discussion Is ne cessary to cover one problem in a 
case involvlng^^H^^^^Hto finalise the question of retirement 
deductions* Present thinking indicates that an individual in this 
category will have Ms civilian retirement taken care of by straight 
government contribution* If this is true, there will be no problem 
of dual compensation* 

Mr* Irons was concerned with one problem in the maintenance of 
the 2*306 cards* He wa, ted assurance that in these cases our entries 
in the salary column would indicate the true amount which we are 
paying the individuals* Ho was a 'vised that this is true* 

An informal opinion was requested from Mr* Irons concerning the 
attitude of the Commission if this Agency were to propose an 
accelerated retirement program for certain clashes of employees* 

It is his opinion that CIA is included under Section l»d* of the 
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Civil Servioe Retireaent Act* I advised hia that our General 
Counsel did not interpret this particular section in the scpo 
manner* However, - ho was a da. ent end informed ae that he had 
requested an opinion on our inclusion iron his General Counsel 
prior to the submission of this waend&ent to the Congress* The 
Civil Service Cossa&ssioa General Counsel advised hr. Irons that 
CIA ms definitely included. 

Correspondence to the Civil Service Commission and the 
General Accounting Office is being initiated to parait a written 
opinion from both agencies on their interpretation of Section 1-d*
